wayman in. the case, and when Mrs.

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BUILDING AND LOAN PLAN 


IS EXPLAINED. 


Institutions Are As Safe As a 


Bank—Heip to the 


Workingman. 


BY M. M. BARNET. 


Events of the past few days have 


made somewhat restless investors in 
Building and Loan Associations and 
Savings and Loan .Associations, both 
of which are doing business practical- 
ly along the same lines. They aie, so 
to speak, the trustees of a "large army 
of provident working men, who seek to 
own their own homes. 


Realizing this to be 
a 
fact, 
the 


•writer has endeavored to learn 
the 


truth as to whether there \vas cause 
for fear on the part of the investors 
and whether the 
principle 
involved 


•was sound. 


As the representative of THE TRIB- 


UTE, I have talked v\ith men in various 
•walks of life, who have had dealings 
•with Building and Loan and kindred 
associations. 
They have spoken freely 


to me and from these talks one could 
arrive at but one conclusion and that 
is the principle, honestly administered, 
is a beneficial one, v% hich has become 
part of our economic system and is 
here to remain. 


This article is not intended es a de- 


fense 
of any particular association, 


but rather to clear the minds of such 
investors as it may reach and dissolve 
their fears, if such exist. 


The concensus of opinion is that un- 


der proper management through the 
means of this system the investor suc- 
cessfully co-operates with his fellow 
Investor, becomes a stockholder with 
him in the company which he elects to 
join and if he carries out the contract 
•which he enters into when he acquires 
his stock, he receives at its maturity 
returns fully double and at times even 
more than he would if he deposited his 
money in a savings bank. While the 
Building and Loan Companies are sav- 
ings institutions they do not, to any 
material extent, compete with the sav- 
ings banks. The money which finds 
its way into the building companies 
•would, as a rule, never have been sav- 
ed at all, had not 
the 
principle of 


building and loan taught the depositor 
the way of practicing 
economy. 
In 


fact, the system forces this practice 
•upon both 
the 
investors and bor- 


rowers. This in time becomes a habit 
•which [a generally carried 
through 


life. 
Here 
then, 
probably lies the 


strongest feature of its ben-flcence. 


During my investigation of the sub- 


ject I met two or three young business 
men and several professional men who 
had obtained their starts in life be- 
cause their parents had invested for 
the benefit of their children in build- 
Ing and loan societies, and carried 
their contracts to maturity. 


The system of doing business prac- 


ticed by the savings bank and that 
practiced by the Building and Loan 
Association is vastly different. 
The 


earning capacity of the latter being 
much greater than that of the former, 
The savings bank, because of the fact 
that an investor may withdraw his 
deposits at any moment, usually car- 
ries fully twenty per cent of its de- 
posits in its vaults in order that it 
may meet \\ith such a condition, and 
then, too. in order taat it may meet 
abnormal 
conditions 
arising 
from 


runs, the banks carry a large amount 
of lo\\ interest bearing municipal or 
government 
bonds. 
in 
purchasing 


•which they have probablv p.iicl a pre- 
mium, and which can bo converted 
into cash at a momen's notice, as it 
;v\ere. if run5* unfortunately should oc- 
cur. 
History has demonstrated 
that 


they do occur and it is a well known 
axiom that history repeats itself. Thus 
it will be F?«n that the very nature 
of things does not permit the savings 
banks to allow the bank deposits to 
accrue their full earning capacity. On 
the other haind the nature of the con- 
tract which the investor, and borrower 
enters into in accepting the building 
and loan system allows of these sav- 
ings the full capacity of their earnings. 
The rule in building and loan associa- 
tions Is not to withdraw funds until 
after sixty days notice has been giv- 
en; true it is the savings banks have 
this privilege also, but they make it 
a rule not to accept it inasmuch as 
such an acceptance on their part would 
owing to common practice, be consid- 
ered to be an evidence of weakness 
and consequently they avoid it if pos- 
sible. The investor in a building and 
loan association realizes at the outset 
that in order to safeguard the system 
and allow his investment to reach the 
full earning capacity this sixty day 
rule must be carried out by him, and 
the consequence is that only under ex- 
traordinary 
circumstances 
does 
he 


seek to break h's contract. Because 
such a condition does 
exist 
in the 


•building and loan system it allows the 
managers to keep all of the money 
loaned, save such a -sum as is neces- 
sary-to meet current expenses. These 
loans are of the best character possi- 
ble, ieing as a rule made on long 


. Improved realty as securi- 


ty. 
The repayment is made in month- 


ly stated sums resulting as well in a 
continuous lessening of risks. 


The Philadelphia Saturday Evening 


Post of a recent date published an ar- 


i tide on the building and loan associa- 
tions, in tthich it s>ays in part: 


"Such a thing as a run on the funds 


of a building and loan association is 
of remote possibility, for the reason 
that in nearly all the States the law 
governing its operations gives the di- 
rectors of the corporation discretion- 
ary power to restrict the amount ap- 
plicable to the payment of withdraw- 
ing members to a certain proportion, 
usually one-half of its monthly re- 
|ceipts; each member to receive his 


I money, upon statutory notification, in 
| the order in which 
applications for 


withdrawal are received. 
It will be 


seen, therefore, that in case of a. gener- 
al financial stringency the association 
is not compelled to place its securities 
on the market at ruinous prices in or- 
der to nT"uf the demands of its depos- 
itors or members, as is apt to be the 
case with other financial institutions. 


"The stability of the building and 


loan system was clearly proven during 
the years of depression following the 
panic of 1S93, when so many financial 
concerns were obliged to suspend pay- 
ment 
temporarily, and 
vvhen 
the 


strings of credit were tied so tigh't as 
to result in thousands of failures. It is 
a significant fact that in those years 
there were comparatively few build- 
ing and loan failures recorded, thus 
demonstrating that the building and 
loan association is better able to stand 
a severe test of business and financial 
depression than any other form of cor- 
porate enterprise. It is true that ras- 
cals have occasionally crept into the 
building and loan 
business, 
as they 


have crept into other classes of busi- 
ness, and, through their manipulation 
and dishonest management, 
failures 


have followed resulting in losses of a 
serious and pathetic nature. 
Oi\ the 


whole, however, it is an undeniable 
fact that the per cent of building and 
loan failures and losses resulting there- 
from has been mfiniteslmaUy small. 


"In spite of adverse criticism, these 


associations have, 
during 
the 
last 


twenty years, grown to enormous pro- 
portions, 
thus 
demonstrating 
their 


popularity as a means of saving. Dur- 
ing the period named they have grown 
from an insignificant number until to- 
day there are over 5000 of them in ac- 
tive operation, having aggregate assets 
of nearly J 600,000,000, which represents 
the savings of over a million and a 
.half thrifty working men and women." 


I 
The evidence of this thrift lies in 


the fact that up to the present time 
fully a million homes have been built 
for the working class, thus drawing 
many of them away from crowded ten- 
ements into healthful cottages with 
pleasant surroundings. Tens of thous- 
ands of these homes are 
in Cal- 


ifornia 
representing 
millions 
of 


earnings, 
and .if 
a 
blow 
were 


directed 
at these 
savings 
institu- 


tions the 
result 
would be 
almost 


fatal to 
the 
welfare 
of 
the State. 


Many of the cities and 
towns have 


largely been built 
up 
in California 


through this system, including Fresno, 
Los Angeles, Hanford and San Jose. 
In Oakland and its suburbs are a very- 
large number of homes built through 


j the means of the Building and Loan 
principle. In many parts of the State 
homes are constantly being 
erected 


with the money of the savings and loan 
societies, which money could not be 
secured from any other known source. 


The savings 
banks 
will 
not loan 


money in the smaller towns in the 
first place and in 
the 
second place 


they do not generally care to loan mon- 
ey on sums of a thousand dollars or 
less. Such sums can be secured by an 
honest borrower frorr the building and 
loan 
companies 
which 
have 
their 


agents and correspondents in every 
small hamlet in the land. 


In this' State there are two classes 


of building and loan companies. The 
so-called State or Nationals and the 
locals. 
\ 


The latter.confine their operations to 


the 
fields grounding their home, 


while 
the State 
or Nationals, so- 


called, widen ihelr field and scope, and 


I become the cliaring house as it were, 
between the snail investors and bor- 
! rowers throughput the Pacific Coast, 
I 
\ 


i thus enabling th»se to receive the sav- i 
ing benefits whp could not even if 
they so chose, conveniently 
depos- 


it in savings barks which are not to 
be found in 
the (smaller 
cities and 


towns. Both the locals and the so-call- 
ed nationals have \thelr place to fill, 
and are accomplishing excellent results 
In their various fields, but of course 
the wider sphere gives National com- 
panies greater opportunities for oper- 
ations. 
\ 


To sum it all up if \he investor and 


the companies are managed " by men 
of standing and good repute, the build- 
ing and loan system .becomes a boon 
to the provident worklngmen and wo-' 
men. Those investors 
who^ fail to 


carry out their contracts can not ex- 
pect to meet with as good results as 
those that do, no more than those who, 
in the life insurance world, fail to car- 
ry out the plans of their semi-tontine 
policies, differing, 
however, from the 


latter inasmuch as the principal and 
a reasonable interest can be had at 
all times, the loss being in a certain 
share of the profits which is with- 
held from them in order to safeguard 
those who carry their contracts to 
maturity. 


Vicious attacks cannot,,therefore, ef- 


fect the companies but only those in- 
vestois who become frightened and 
withdraw their deposits, the earning 
capacity of which through the with- 
drawal, become abridged. 
Once with- 


drawn the chances are the money ia 
carelessly spent or invested in a man- 
ner that is hazardous to say the least. 


The general belief here is that build- 


ing and loan societies are ably man- 
aged and that the 
funds 
are being 


honestly 
administered, consequently 


the investor need not borrow useless 
trouble or He awake at nights worry- 
ing over the safety of his investments.

ed opinion of Republican leaders of-the 
House to-day indicates that the result 
of the caucus' to" be held this afternoon 
on the Statehood question will be -a strict 
adherence to' the caucus action of tho 
party April 15 last on the same question.

E. H. Harriman appears to be the dominant figure in the rail- 


road world at present. He has bested James J. Hill in the courts" in 
the contest over the Burlington road, and now he seems to have ob- 
tained a strategic footing in the directorate of the Santa Fe. If one 
is to judge by surface indications, Mr. Harriman is the head Of a 
gigantic syndicate having enormous capital invested in transconti- 
nental lines. 
This syndicate is not engaged in exploitation or 


stock manipulation, but is intent upon making1' profitable great rail- 
road investments. Instead of merging competing corporations,-in ac- 
cordance with James J. Hill's idea, the Harriman policy appears to be( 


to establish z. community of interest between the directorates of the j 
competing lines. 
The corporations remain separate but the inter- 


ests are merged. This policy was borrowed from A. J. Cassett, the 
magnate of the Pennsylvania Central railroad, who, One after another, 
brought the Baltimore & Ohio, the Chesapeake & Ohio, and the Nor- 
folk & Western into a community of interest with the Pennsylvanv- 
All the ccir.petmg roads are controlled by the group of capitalists in 
control of ihe Pennsylvania. Apparently Mr. Harriman proposes 
applying the same policy to the trunk lines west of the Mississippi 
river.

The nomination of Mr. Jack London for mayor on the Socialist 


ticket is exciting a good deal of comment in the barbariam press. 
It is not a matter of profound political interest. Mr. London is social- 
ly an attractive person, but politically his Socialism is not so popu- 
lar.

End of the Concordat 


The fall of the Cornbes ministry in France has not changed the 


attitude of the government toward the Catholic Church. It is no\v 
recognized that Combes still dominates the policy of the government, 
and is using the Rouvier ministry as an instrument for car.-ying out 
his design to break off all connection between the French Republic 
and the Papacy. Premier Rouvier has now brought in a bill to" re- 
peal the Concordat which has existed between France and the Roman 
See since 1801. 


While the bill itself declares the government to be separate from 


all religious denominations, everybody understands that it is aimed 
at the Roman Catholic Church. The Supreme Pontiff is henceforth 
to be regarded by the French Government as a private citizen of Italy. 
The government will not treat with him diplomatically Or regard the 
great religious organization of which he is the head as having a po- 
litical existence. This is clearly stated in this 'clause: "All laws and 
orders relative to the public organization of a religious denomination 
are abrogated, particularly the law ratifying the convention made be- 
tween the Pope and the French Government" 


The effect of this is, so far as the Government of France is con- 


cerned, the Primate of St. Peter is no more to be considered than Alex- 
ander Dowie or the President of the Mormon Church. 


With the abrogation of the Concordat, all government a;d to re- 


ligious organizations is abolished. This will deprive the 
French i 


clergy of their greatest source of income. Nevertheless the church i 
made no effort to balk the purpose of the separationists, but on the 
contrary, welcomed the change. Pius X announced that the Con- 
cordat was neither desirable nor possible under existing conditions, 
and so a momentous change has taken place without even a strug- 
gle. What it means to France and the Catholic Church is a con- 
jectural question which the developments of the future can alone an- 
swer. 


A Bill of Doubtful Expediency. 


It is somewhat ^surprjsing -that the Assembly should have passed 


the Stanton bill making legal verbal; contracts- for the sale of real es- 
tate. It is represented that the real estate brokers urged the adoption 
of this measure, but,'that is not a correct statement of the facts. Many 
real estate -men -do favor the bill, but a large number of the longer 
established and more conservative firms are strongly opposed to it. 


The Stanton bill is of doubtful morality 'and questionable consti- 


tutionality. It is not expressive of sound public policy. Instea^l of 
adding' security to deals in real estate through agents, it tends to the 
exact reverse. It will engender suspicion and distrust instead of the 
confidence that should exist in business transactions. If it should be- 
come a law it will compel men to enter into written contracts to pro- 
tect themselves against trumped up verbal contracts. 


If the bill should pass both Houses, it 'will place in the hands of 


unprincipled men an instrument for blackmailing real estate owners 
and legitimate operators in realty. There will be constant litigation 
over the terms of alleged contracts and even the title of real property 
will be subject to assault by agents claiming a verbal contract to sell 
it at prices which the owner does not care to take. 


The policy of the law is to throw every safeguard around titles to 


real estate, and to make its legal transfer conditioned' on such acts as 
will leave no question of doubt as to the transfer and the 
mutual. 


agreement of the parties to it. The Stanton bill is directly opposed 
to this principle, as it substitutes the verbal statements of irtcrc^led 
parties for the irrefragible evidence of written documents.

FUGITIVE 


DIES PENNILESS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—News has been 


received here from. Berlin of the death of 
Adrian Van Sinderen, once a well known 
Brooklyn attorney. During fourteen years 
he has lived abroad in seclusion—a fugi- 
Ive from justice. In 1S91 after a quar- 
ter of a century of luxury and promi- 
nence he was accused of having ribbed 
an estate early in his career as a lawyer 
of (63,000. He was indicted, but Ced be- 
fore he could be ai rested. 
A dozen years ago a man bearing: the 
same name died In a Long Island tc.wc 
and misleading information was given to 
make it appear that the defaulter was 
dead. 
broken In health and penniless as he 
was, no serious attempt had been made 
to capture the fugitive. 
When he was indicted in May, 1891, it 
was after he had escaped prosecution for 
a quarter of a century. From compara- 
tive obscurity he had risen to consider- 
able prominence and was living in a fine 
house In Brooklyn. 
Heirs of William 
Lawrence charged that of property valued 
at $100,000 entrusted to the lawyer in 
3864, only 535,000 had been returned to 
them. 
The trustee 
solemnly 
declared 
that he had invested the missing fortune 
in railroad secmities for the heirs, but 
that all records for the transaction, stored 
in his home, had been sold by a servant 
sts waste paper. No one-believed the story 
and Van Sinderen maintained he did not 
expect them to. His disappearance prac- 
tically ended the case, although a small 
amount was recovered from the property 
he owned.

University Receives Queer 


Sort of Animal 


From Alameda, 


BERKELEY, Feb. 10. — Dr. Thomas 


Carpenter, 
a veterinary surgeon of 


Alameda, has brought to the bacterio- 
logical department the latest 
freak 


from the barn yard. This monstrosity 
is a. two-headed calf belonging to J. 
E. King of East Oakland. 


The creature' only lived a few hours. 


It has two distinct, heads that are 
perfectly shaped in every way with the 
exception that the right nostril of the 
left head is missing. A hose was in- 
serted into the throat and a stream of 
water gushed from both mouths. This 
shows that the heads are properly con- 
nected with the body. 


. The death of the animal is ascribed 


to a disarrangement of the nervous 
system, as the body, is well developed 
and perfect in all other respects. The 
body is preserved In the bacteriological 
laboratory in the Agricultural 
build-

MEASURE, 


Espey Loses in Effort to 


Get Bill Out of 


Committee, 


SACRAMENTO, February 10.—Assem- 


blyman R. H. $E. .Espey made a hard 
fight yesterday' to have his anti-race 
track gambling bill' withdrawn forthwith 
from the Committee on Public Morals, 
where it -lias appeared to be in danger of 
taking permanent root. 
In moving to 


have the measure forced, from the re- 
luctant hands of the committee Espey 
pointed out that the rules of the .Assem- 
bly provide that a committee should re- 
port bills -within ten days of •reference'. 
"But my bill," 'he complained,. "has been 
with the committee twenty-one days. No 
committee has the right to hold up my 
bill indefinitely. 
This measure was' in- 


troduced ifi good faith, and I demand the 
opportunity of having it considered on 
the..floor.1 of the, house on its merits." 


Liicey,- the chairman or tne Committee 
on Public Morals, explained-that he had 
found it difficult to get the committee 
together. The. committee now wanted to 
have Dniyea's anti-gambling bill so'be- 
fore* it, so that it could :consider both-to- 
gether. 
Walsh, .a member. of the com- 
mittee, strongly objected to Espey's. reso- 
lution, and said if the -committee was 
not fit to perform its duties the Assembly 
sttould appoint another. 
"This bill is one of the most important 
before the Assembly," he said. , "Great 
vested interests are mvolved, and because 
certain people . raisd a hurrah and -cry 
against the • so-colled' gambling evil is no 
reason why a snap judgment should' be 
taken.7'. . 
\ 
By 29 votes to S4 the house refused to 
forthwith take Uie' bill 'frum the commit- 
tee. 
Espey then moved that the com- 
mittee-be •'required' to report tne Bill 
within'one'week, and'this was carried by 
33 votes to 25. The roll-call on the m0- 
tio-nto withdraw the-bill immediately is 
interesting as . indicating, in Espey's 
opinion, what the vote will be on the 
merits' of -the-bill:' It follows:
